Berlin, April 22.—Germany offers 
to construct and equip 25,000 dwell- 
ings in the devastated regions of 
France before next winter, paying 
all expenses herself and supplying 
the man-power out of the German 
labor reservoir, in the new repara- 
tions scheme which is to be sub- 
mitted to the allies. The cost of 
this reconstruction is to be held 
deductable from the total repara- 
tion bill, according to the German 
proffer. 

Terms of the new offer are con- 
sidered more attractive than any yet 
made. It is expected that the new 
scheme will be sent directly to the 
United States. 

The government still considers 
that the American president has left 
the gate slightly open, and stil! 
hopes for action from across the 
Atlantic. 

Von Simons and others of the 
cabinet anticipate France’s occupa- 
tion of the Ruhr district, regardless 
of events between now and the first

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IMMIGRATION BILL 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Amendment Allowing 
Entrance of ‘Political 
Refugees Rejected—Sen- 

ate to Act Promptly. 


Washington, April 22.—After re- 
jecting an amendment seeking to 
open the doors of the Unted States 
to foreign political refugees, the 
house today passed the immigra- 
tion restriction bill substantially 
in the same form it went through 
last session, only to be given a 
pocket veto. The bill now goes to 
the senate where republican lead- 
ers said today it wouid be passed 


without delay. 

The measure is designed to be 
operative over a period of four- 
teen months and would limit the 
entrance of aliens to 3 per cent 
of the number of nationals of any 
country in the United States at the 
time of the 1910 census. 

Three amendments slightly mod- 
ifying- its provisions were adopted 
by the house, although it was said 
tonight that they might be stricken 
out by the senate. One would per- 
mit admission in excess of the 
3 per cent limit of all aliens clearly 
proving they had been subjected 
to religious persecution in their 
native land and were seeking 
refuge solely to avoid such hard- 
ships. 

The second would admit chil- 
dren of American citizens under 18 
years of age, independent of the 
percentage of limitation, and* the 
third would give preference fo 
families and relatives of American 
citizens and former service men 
honorably discharged from the 
army or navy, regardless of 
whether they had been naturalized, 
in determining the question of ad- 
missability under the restricted 
total. 

The principal fight was over an 
amendment offered by Represent- 
ative Sabath, Illinois, ranking dem- 
ocrat on the immigration commit-- 
tee, to open the gates to political 
refugees. This was lost after a 
long debate which was closed by 
Representative Mondell, the re- 
publican leader, who said that un- 
der it even the former German eme- 
peror could come here.

INJUNCTION THREAT 
MADE BY OPPOSITION 


Sensation Created by Let- 
ter From Attorney for 
Grocers Offering Site for 

City Market. 


By unanimous vote the bureau of 
municipal research, following a pub- 
lic hearing Friday afternoon, turned 
down objection of the Atlanta Re- 
tail Food Dealers’ association and 
recommended to city council accept- 
ance of $42,500, financial assistance 
offered by Fulton county toward a 
municipal market. 

Featuring the meeting was the 
introducing by Mayor James L. Key, 
of a letter from Stiles Hopkins, 
attorney for the grocers fighting 
the market, offering to sell the city 
a lot for the market on Whitehall 
street. 

The mayor further enlivened the 
hearing by declaring that if the 
pending injunction to prevent the 
county from making an appropria- 
tion, is sustained, the city will go 
anead and. build. the market any- 
how. 

Engage in Fist Fight. 

A lively incident followed the 
meeting when Ben R. Padgett, real 
estate man and market advocate, 
and B. C. Kistner, president of the 
Atlanta Retail, Food Dealers’ asso- 
ciation, engaged ‘in a fist fight in 
the corridor outsi@a of the committee 
room. 

The fight resulted from a tilt pe- 
tween the men at the hearing, in 
which Mr. Padgett declared that the 
Food Dealers’ association couldn't 
get all the grocers to oppose the 
market plan t first, but finally 
“whipped” the into line. 

Mr. Kistner took sharp exception. 
“That’s not true,” he replied with a 
show of heat, “and you'd better not 
make such statements.” Further 
words passed after the meeting and 
then came the fight. 

Mayor Key sprung the Hopkins 
letter as a surprise. The communi- 
cation was addressed to the mar- 
két- committge in care of James I. 
Logan, and was signed by the at- 
torney. It contained an offer of the 
property at Nos. 189, 191, 193 and 195 
Whitehall street, between Brother- 
ton and Garnett streets, described 
as 151 by 200 feet. 

Offers No Comment. 

It was stated in the letter that 
the owners had been holding the 
property at $1,000 a foot, but if the 
city wanted it they “might get to- 
gether.” Mr. Hopkins offered no 
comment when the letter was read 

As attorney for the Food Deal- 
ers’ association, Mr. Hopkins was 
present to lead their opposition 
against the committee’s approval 
and recommendation to council that 
the city accept the tendered appro- 
priation by Fulton county of $42,- 
500 to match a similar appropria- 
tion authorized by council to purs 
chase a lot for the market. 

The offer of the county had been 
Presented at the last meeting of the 
council. At ‘the same meeting a 
protest against its acceptance was 
received from the Food Dealers’ as- 
sociation, and the county’s offer 
and the dealers’ protest were both 
referred to the bureau of munici- 
pal research, which had already been 
studying the market question. The 
chairman promptly called a public 
meeting. 

Prominent among the women pres- 
ent were Mrs. Irving Thomas, presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Woman’s club, 
sponsoring the market movement; 
Mrs. Norman Sharp, whose manage- 
ment of the curb market last year 
contributed great success to the 
venture; Mrs. B. M. Boykin anda 
others. 

Leads in Opposition. 

Attorney Hopkins lead off the ar- 
gument. He cited a number of oth- 
er cities in an effort to show that 
the municipal market plan, taken 
as a general proposition, isa fail- 
ure and living costs have even in- 
creased in some instances as the 
result of it. 

He argued that there will be no 
appreciable increase of real estate 


values from a public market. ex- 
cept, perhaps, in the tmmediate vi- 
cinity of the building. He assert- 
ed that on the reverse property val- 
ues would depreciate.

Through this recital, Payne’s eyes 
never left the witness and when he 
walked from the stand, the air of 
the council chamber was Surcharged 
with excitement, Every eye was 
turned on Payne. He didn’t move 
from his seat, but continued to 
chew gum nervously. 

This testimony was added to by 
officials of the Fourth National and 
Atlanta National banks, who testi- 
fied as to amounts’ deposited by 
Payne in a savings account during 
the period mentioned by McWhor- 
ter. In the first bank he had de- 
posited more than $10,000. In the 
second the figures ran to $3,000. 

From the questions of Judge

8, 1920.

If such a bill is presented it should 
be worked out with much care 
and consideration should be given 
to the different conditions existing 
in different sections of the state,” 
he said.

However, there is 
no doubt that sqme changes in the 
present system would be productive 
of much good and if worked out 
intelligently I would support the 
passage of a biil providing § for 
these changes,” the governor-elect 
declared.

BILL WOULD HALT 
GUTTON GAMBLING 


BY JAMES A, HOLLOMON, 
Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 
Washington, April 22.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.) ~— Persons 


who sell cotton they do not own 
will be guilty of a felony and will 
be punisned by confinement at hard 
labor in ‘the penitentiary, if a bill 
approved by the National Farmers’ 
union at its convention today be- 
comes a law. The bill was drawn 
by State Senator J. H. Mills, of 
Georgia, and will be introduced by 
a member of the delegation from 
that state in congress, 

Senator Mills said it was about 
time to take drastic aciion, because 
three hundred million bales of cot- 
ton were sold tast year, and less 
than thirteen million ge gd 
produced. The bili provides for the 
cOmplete elimination of gambling 
and other evils associated with the 
operation of grain exchanges. 

After warning the convention that 
the sponsors of such a measure 
would meet with violent opposition, 
Charles S. Barrett, chairman. said 
the bill would have the approval 
of the entire cotton belt. He said 
the work of reforming the cotton 
exchanges and compelling them to 
conform to decent trading standards 
was an enterprise of colossal pro- 
portions, but he believed it cer- 
tainly could be accomplished. 


To Suppert Bill. 


The convention decided 
earnest support to the Capper- 
Tincher bill regulating the grain 
exchanges. A committee, with Mau- 
rice McAuliffe, was appointed to see 
that agrarian ‘influence of the 
strongest kind is brought to bear 
upon lawmakers for the purpose of 
speeding the passage of the bills. 

C. Davis, secretary-treasurer of 
the organization, submitted a reso- 
lution calling upon the department 
of agriculture to divorce itself 
from all farm organizations, leav- 
ing every association of tillers of 
the soil to nite on its own feet.

The committee on banking and 
currency was asked to investigate 
statements that the department of 
agriculture was fostering . certain 
organization of alleged farmers and 
te suggest such -action as would 
make it impossible under the law 
for the department to discriminate 
against one organization in favor 
of another. 

Will Ald Iaquiry. 

It was decided to give all neces- 
sary aid to Senator Lenroot and 
Congressman Long, who have taken 
charge of a joint resolution asking 
that a commission of agricultural 
inquiry be erected. The resolution 
will be introduced simultaneously in 
the senate and house next Monday. 
Senator Lenroot said he would have 
a conference with Congressman 
Long when the exact form of the 
resolution would be agreed to. On 
the motion of Senator Mills, the 
convention adopted ae resolution 
calling upon congress to convert 
Liberty bonds into currency by 
making them legal tender for all 
debts, both public and private. If 
this is done. it was explained, the 
bonds would be non-interest bear- 
ing. 

“Thus, by a stroke of the pen, 
the bulk of the government debt is 
wiped out,’ explained Mr. Mills. 
“Uncle Sam simply makes currency 
of the’ bonds. This would bring 
down taxes to almost the pre-war 
level and diminish the cost of liv- 
ing to such an extent that will 
alarm the profiteer.” 


BANKS OF GEORGI 
PLAN ADVERTISING 


Co-operative Campaign Will 
Be Started in State at 
An Early Date. 


Plans were perfected yesterday 
for the co-operative advertising 
campaign on behalf of the banks in 
Georgia, to begin at an early date. 

The suggestion for such a cam- 
paign was presented at the joint 
session of the Georgia Bankers’ as- 
sociation and the Country Bankers’ 
Association of Georgia, held in Ma- 
con recently, at which time'a com- 
mittee of three from each asgocia- 
tion was named to perfect this 
plan. 

It was at a meeting of this com- 
mittee that it was decided to raise 
a fund of approximately $40,000 
from among the banks in the state 
for this .purpose, and to use this 
fund for advertising banking in its 
broadest terms, in every daily pa- 
per in the state, and in every coun- 
try weekly in the state, in which 


jtown a bank contributing to this 


fund is located. e 

In addition it is proposed that 
advance proofs of the ads are to be 
sent out each week to the contrib- 
uting banks, printed on cardboard, 
which are to be hung in the banks 
as additional publicity, 

Already the committee had se- 
cured pledges to this fund, and the 
hearty indorsement to the campaign 
from a number of the largest city 
banks and over 100 of the country 
banks in Georgia. 

The committee outlined an inten- 
sive mail-soliciting campaign inor- 
der to sign up the remainder of the 
banks for this campaign, and it is 
expected that the campaign, which 
is to run for a year, will be inau- 
gurated throughout the state’ with- 
in the next few weeks.

Repeal or amendment of the wage 
iabor contract iaw. under which, he 
said, ‘neatress were arrested and 
their riwhts disregarded. 

Establishment of a state consta- 
bulary. 

Assesement of a fine uP®n every 
county in which a lynching takes 
place. 

Enactment of laws instructing 
the gwuvernor to remove any county 
officer whose negligence or non- 
performance of duty permits 
lynching to take place. 

Enactment of a law authorizing 
the goverror to appoint a commis- 
sion of three superior court judzes 
to investigate a lynching; and au- 
thorizinz the selection of grand and 
petit juries from the state at large 
tu investigate lynchings.

was nc provided to meet the appro- 
priation, and no appropriation was 
made for 1921. 

Greater Thag Previous Year. 

“The veterans of this new class 
are now due $100 each for 1920 and 
$125 for 1921, payable January 1 
for e succeeding year. It will be 


noticed,’”” Commissioner Lindsey 
said, “that the 1921 amount is 


greater than the previous’ year. 
This was brought about by the 
general assembly of 1920 amending 
the pension law so that increases 
at the rate of five to ten dollars a 
year, according to the amount of 
the pension, were advanced _ to 
fifteen dollars and twenty-five 
dollars, 

“This would increse a $100 pen- 
sion in 1921 to $125; 1922, $150; 
1923, $175. Each year’ thereafter 
the pension wold remain at $200. 
The amount due the new class of 
pensioners in 1920 is $475,000,” he 
stated, “and for 1921 we owe $625,- 
000, making a total of $1,100,000. 
The old class of veterans is due 
in 1921 approximately $1,500,000. 

Old List Covered. 

“On Wednesday of this week, the 
governor drew a warrant (for 
$574,645, covering the first install- 
ment of the “old” list counties for 
This payment will not in- 
clude the increases of $15 and $25, 
made bv the last general assembly, 
for which no ney was set aside 
by that body, and nothing can be 
done toward the payment of the 
in -ases until the money therefor 
is provided at the next session. The 
pensioners on the list to be paid 
now wrill receive only the same 
a .t of money that was paid to 
the in 1920. , 

“The counties which were pald 
first in 1920 are not to be jncluded 
in the payment to be made now, and 
it is impossible at this time to 
make any prediction as to when 
the state will have the money.with 
which to pay’ the second install- 
ment,” he asserted. 

“None of the new pensioners, put 
and the rolls under the act of 1919, 
has yet been paid for 1920, and it 
is not known when théy can be 
paid. ; 

Checks Being Prepared. 

“Checks are now being prepared 
to send out to the ordinaries of 
the counties to which the first pay- 
ment will go, and it is hoped that 
payment can be made by Wednes- 
day, April 27. Fulton and DeKalb 
counties were both in the first pay- 
ment for 1920 and, therefore, are 
not in this payment,” he concluded.
